microphone to the man in the Cuban and hoviot consul. ites. This 

man, cl.dmcd by D.ivid to have been Csw.ald, called the doviet con.sulate 
from the Cub.n. ho .s..ys it i.s ho voice, .;nd not the picture, th.'.t 
has giv on liim the certainty th.-^L the ro...l Oswald went to hcrcico. 

AsJccci .i)jout the cable th..t went out v.’ith the photo in o...rly October 
he first }'.a;id tli.'t no communication re the i)lioto went out from beyico 
until after 22 bovemlxir. Then he said th >t if any such cable exists 
it is .a fabric.ition. I told him tli.?t if it is a fabrication, tito Cth 
must h. VO been rcspon.sibln for it, since it found its w.iy into the 
l.'C files. Finally, ho remembered the ca.bl’c, .s.iying the photo ir, of a 
man in jo.' ns in bej^ico. (It seems to me tint he must have ho.:rd the 
man in the Embassy, and told his camoramrn to photograph liiin after 
assuming th..:t tl:c man w.as leaving tlic Embas.sy . IF this is the j>roi)cr 
sequence, then cither a f.also Oswald, or a.nothcr American left 
tlio Emba.s.sj;i when the man listened to rs Os\.v*ld was enpoctod to lc..vc. 
David assured me th.:t the man in the photo h.is not been identified). 

(3) be cla.jms th.'.t Gilberto Alvar.'.do Ufj.ix'te w.is in his cu.stody for 
eleven d.iys . I pointed out to him t)w-t tlio c-iblcs sent to DC th.-'t .ire 
in yoxir oificc files liavc A.lv.’.“;rado in the Etilj-is.sy for a much s-hortor 
time. I al.'io J.'jked him why the c. ble cl.'..lr.i that Alvarado v;as a "well 
known ;.ic rafju.n Communis t" when ho is only 23. D.ivld did not 
comr.icnt on this point,
